—and then hope, pray and work 
to cut that period.” 

More Lease-Lend Aid. 

The omnibus measure provided 

$12,700,000,000 for financing war 
material for the United Nations, 
bringing to $62,944,650,000 the total 
of lease-lend aid thus far requested 
of Congress. 
It included $11,316,898,910 for 23,- 
550 planes and spare parts. Army 
chiefs and the committee joined in 
assuring Congress that the allot- 
ment would complete the War De- 
partment’s part of President 
Roosevelt's production program, 
calling for 60,000 planes this year 
and 125,000 in 1943. 

The committee reported that 
voluntary refunds by war contrac- 
tors and renegotiation of contracts 
had increased the prospect of large 
economies, amounting “at this 
stage” to approximately $1,137,- 

“This,” the report said, “reflects 
the zeal of the War Department 
to maintain profits at fair levels, 
and it reflects the high type of 
men running the plants upon 
which we are so largely dependent 
for the production of munitions.” 

Emphasis on Offensive, 

In a transcript of carefully edit- 
ed testimony made public by the 
committee, Gen. McNarney de- 
clared that the “Army’s every ef- 
fort is being directed to making 
our power felt by offensive ac- 
tion im consonance with the ac- 
cepted basic strategy of the United 
Nations.” 

“It is extremely difficult to plan 
with precision,” he told the com- 
mittee. “Events will no doubt al- 
ter our plans in the future, just 
as they have in the past. There 
is, however, one error which we 
must avoid at all costs, and this 
is the error of under-estimating 
the task ahead of us.” 

He reported the enemy’s most 
effective weapons “at the outset 
of the war were the airplane and 
the submarine,” and added that 
the Army was concentrating on 
developing counter measures—an- 
ti-aircraft and submarine weapons, 
and an increase in the use of 
camouflage and smoke screens, 

Outlines Needs. 

Just back from a conference 
with Britain's war chiefs, Lieut. 
Gen, B. B. Somervell, in charge of 
the Services of Supply, outlined in 
detail the Army's needs as it 
grows from an enlisted strength 
of 2,800,000 at present to 4,500,000 
im another 12 months. 

Much of his testimony was 
stricken from the transcript for 
reasons of mili secrecy, but 
he told the committee that “since 
equipment must be planned at 
least a year in advance, the 
strengths must be based upon our 
maximum capabilities of man 
power, production, and shipping, in 
order to avoid providing ‘too little, 
too late.’” 

“Our present pipe line is long,” 
he said, “extending entirely around 
the world. You have to fill it be- 
fore the materials come out the 
other end. This requires large 
amounts of supplies.” 

He listed the problem of “work- 
ing out the details” as the “chief 
bottleneck” in the program's 
achievement. 

Rubber Phase ‘Disturbing.’ 

In its report, the committee 
found that the question of obtain- 
ing raw materials generally is 
“quite satisfactory,” but added that 
the “rubber phase is rather dis- 
turbing.” 

So seriously does the committee 
regard the rubber tire problem

Tobruk ‘Worse Than Dunkerque,’ 
Says Private Who Survived Both 


Roaring Inferno by Nightfall Saturday—Sol- 
dier Forced to Abandon Two Ships 


in Escape 


to Egypt.

QUARTERS IN THE EGYPTIAN 
DESERT, June 22 (Delayed) (AP). 


—A young Army truck driver, one 
of the few soldiers to escape from 
Tobruk, disclosed today that the 
British commander there surren- 
dered only when the town itself 
was overrun by Axis forces which 
had shattered the outer defenses. 
“It was worse than Dunkerque,” 
he said, adding that he had seen 
both. 

The driver, Pvt. William George 
Downes. of London, limped into a 
British advanced camp this morn- 
ing after surviving machine-gun 
fire, the sinking of a tug in To- 
bruk harbor and the shelling of a 
minesweeper at sea. 

The real assault on the Eastern 
defenses of Tobruk started early 
Saturday morning, Downes said. 
He had driven out of Wadi Auda, 
northeast of the town, onto the 
Bardia road, but turned back about 
midday because the shelling be- 
came terrific and he sighted Ger- 
man tanks. By that time, he said, 
shells were dropping everywhere, 
Stukas were dive-bombing and ma- 
chine-guns and rifles were crack- 
ling. 

“t made for the docks and got 
there just as a shell blew up 2 
building behind me,” said Downes. 
“Some ships were leaving the har- 


bor and I got aboard a tug. 

“We got two or three direct 
shell hits amidships and the oil 
tanks were ablaze. Then a shell hit 
the stern, I saw sailors jump over- 
board, so I followed them.” 

Downes told of the horror of that 
swim through the harbor, ablaze 
with oll. Wounded men were about 
him in the water—some presume- 
bly drowning, Rm 

He said his cries attracted atten- 
tion aboard a mine-sweeper which 
he believed to be South African, 
and he was picked up. 

By the time darkness fell To- 
bruk was a roaring inferno of ex- 
ploding shells and of fighting with- 
in the town itself, he said. 

The minesweeper was hit by one 
shell but got out to sea, with the 
fires of Tobruk still visible in the 
distance, 

Downes said that when he awoke 
early Sunday three Italian torpedo 
boats were approaching the mine- 
sweeper, whose guns finally were 
silenced as the gunners were killed. 
The Italian ships kept up their fire, 
circling around the damaged craft. 

Once more Downes went over- 
side into the oil-coated water. This 
time he swam to a raft to which 
he und others clung throughout 
the day. 

Downes and the others were 
picked up by a British torpedo 
plane which took them to Mersa 
Matruh.

whether the vessel was the victim 
of a torpedo or a mine, 

News of the sinking of the 4954- 
ton ship complicated Argentina’s 
foreign relations at a time when 
there were reliable indications that 
President Roberto Ortiz would re- 
sign, leaving Acting President Ra- 
mon Castillo, who has espoused a 
watchful neutrality, in control of 
foreign policy. 

The Rio Tercero was the third 
U-boat victim of Argentina. 

More Terrorism, Hull Says, 

Secretary of State Hull asserted 
today the sinking of the Rio Ter- 
cero 120 miles out of New York 
was one more instance of the 
policy of frightfulness and terror- 
ism the German high command is 
undertaking in the Atlantic, 

Hull said that, according to re- 
ports the Argentine vessel had 
been attacked in daylight, thus 
eliminating an opportunity for the 
Nazis to hide behind the pretext 
that the vessel could not be iden- 
tified. 

Hull had reference to the fact 
that Germany, in recently reply- 
ing to an Argentine Government 
protest over the torpedoing of 
the Argentine tanker Victoria off 
Cape Hatteras, N. C., expressed re- 
gret but contended the ship was 
improperly marked and its iden- 
tity had been mistaken, The Vic- 
toria was able to make port. 

Merchant Ship Hits Mine. 

One sinking, that of a medium- 
sized United States merchant ves 
sel off the New England coast, was 
reported today. Besides the Ar- 
gentine ship three other sinkings 
were listed yesterday. This brought 
the total in the submarine war in 
the Western Atlantic and adjoin- 
ing waters to 294.

MAYOR ASSERTS RIVER 
PROVES HS ARGUMENT 


Says High Water Shows Need 
for Higher Temporary 
Terminal Tracks. 


Mayor William Dee Becker point- 
ed today to the rising Mississippi, 
flooding the lowest of the levee 


surface tracks, as an argument for 
the city’s plan for removing the 
the levee elevated tracks and con- 
structing temporary surface tracks 
at 35 feet above low-water mark. 
The river reached flood stage, 30 
feet, at 7 a. m. A 31-foot stage 
by Friday officially is predicted, 
Philip J. Watson Jr., president of 
the Terminal Association, which 
uses the flooded track, declared 
last night that the present condi- 
tion bore out his earlier argument 
against the city’s plan, and proved 
that without the elevated tracks, 
the Terminal would be without fa- 
cilities on the river front. 
Replying to Watson, the Mayor 
said: 

“I'm glad -this occurred (the 
Levee high water). It shows that 
the city’s plan for temporary sur- 
face tracks at a height of 35 feet 
is practical. The two Missouri Pa- 
cific surface tracks, which are 32 
to 33 feet above low-water mark, 
are not now flooded, and the low- 
est track, owned by the city and 
used by the Terminal, is under 
water in only one place. It would 
not be used, in any case, for any 
traffic now operating on the higher 
tracks.” 

the city’s plan cited by the 
Mayor is that of Max Doyne, Di- 
rector of Public Utilities. The 
city has asked the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and the Federal 
Director of Transportation to in- 
tervene to require acceptance of 
the city’s plan and removal of 
the elevated structure. The pro- 
posed temporary surface tracks it 
is provided, would be used until 
the Government shall determine 
the use to be made of the river- 
front park tract, and until an al- 
ternative route, capable of han- 
dling through rail traffic, shall 
be provided. 

The highest stage of the Mis- 
sissippi on the St. Louis levee in 
recent years was 36,1 feet in the 
memorable flood of. April, 1927. 
Since then, the flood stage was 
exceeded in April, 1929, 34.6 feet; 
June, 1935, 33.5 feet, and April, 
1939, 30.1 feet. The highest stage 
recorded in the past century was 
41.39 feet in 1844. 

Speaking last evening, before the 
30-foot stage had been reached, 
Watson said that “another two 
feet” would make it necessary to 
discontinue all use of the city- 
owned and Terminal-operated sur- 
face track. Diesel locomotives 
have not run on this track since 
Sunday evening, he said, but steam 
locomotives, with their fire-boxes 
about two feet higher than are the 
motors of Diesel engines, are still 
being used. 

If the use of the lowest (city- 
owned) track were to be abandoned, 
Watson said, the remaining facil- 
ities for river-front traffic would 
be the Missouri Pacific surface 
tracks and the elevated tracks. 
“If at such time the elevated 
were not in existence,” Watson 
said, “the Terminal would have to 
route traffic moving between North 
and South St. Louis, and between 
North St. Louis and Mill Creek 
Valley, over one bridge into Illinois 
and back across the river over an- 
other bridge, or over a circuitous 
route through the western part of 
the city.”

‘SOLDIERS AMONG 81 RESCL 
Navy Lists Two Known Dead, 86 Missing 
Off East Coast—Vessel Sinks So Fast 
| Boats Can’t Be Launched.. |

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AN EAST COAST PORT, June 
23 (AP).—Two torpedoes fired An 
quick succession by an enemy sub- 
marine sank a medium-sized Amer- 
ican freighter in three minutes off 
the coast June 15, with a possible 
loss of 88 lives—the heaviest in 
American coastal waters since the 
United States entered the war— 
the Navy announcéd today. Of the 
88, the Navy announced that two 
are known dead and 86 missing. 

Eighty-one persons, including 23 
United States soldiers and a num- 
ber of crew members, were res- 
cued. Forty-four were brought 
into this port, 37 at another. 

Two soldiers were listed as the 
known dead and 18 other soldiers 
were among the missing. 

Members of the crew said the 
torpedoes struck a minute apart 
and that the vessel, running full 
speed, literally plunged below the 
surface, about 75 miles off the 
coast. The ship sank so rapidly— 
listing between 70 and 75 degrees 
just before it went under—that 
none of the craft’s 10 lifeboats 
could be launched and deck guns 
could not be fired. 

' The survivors said that many of 


the 88 reported missing apparently 


were trapped in cabins below 
decks as the attack came at night, 
while many of the crew were not 
on deck duty. The resctied, somé 
of whom got away on life rafts, 
were picked up by nearby vessels. 
Ship “Blown to Hell.” 

In a graphic description of the 
sinking, Capt. Arthur E. Buck, 51 
years old; of New York, a pilot for 
the British Admiralty and a naval 
lieutenant in World War 1, said: 

' “She was blown to hell. I don't 
know why everyone wasn’t killed. 
But I plan to go back to sea next 
week. Somebody's got to do it. If 
we all pipe down there won’t be 
anything done.” 

Another member of the crew in- 
dicated, however, that the engines 
were not damaged by the torpe- 
does, as the ship was running full 
speed and he heard no boilers ex- 
plode as. it went down. 

Buck, who apparently leads a 
charmed life, survived a torpedoing 
in the English Channel in the last 
war, and had part of his pants 
“ripped off,” but was uninjured, in 
the San Francisco Preparedness 
day day bombing in 1916. LFTight- 
een persons were killed across the 
street from him on that occasion. 
Buck said that he was in the 
wheelhouse when the first torpedo 
hit under the bridge and “appar- 
ently tore the ship in half, caus- 
ing a list of 70 to 75 degrees.”

WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP).— 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee tentatively agreed today to 
a post-war credit fer corporations 
equal to 14 per cent of that part of 
their income which is subject to 
the excess profits tax rate of 04 
per cent. 

Chairman Doughton (Dem.), 
North Carolina, announced tthat 
the committee had agreed to a for- 
mula which would mean post-war 
credits of about one billion dollars 
annually on the basis of estimated 
taxes to be paid this year. 

The refund would be effected 
by redemption of bonds issued to 
the taxpayer which would mature 
over a three-year period beginning 
one year after the end of the war. 
The bonds would be non-nego- 
tiable and non-interest bearing and 
payments the corporations would 
receive when the bonds are re- 
deemed would be subject to a 
capital gains tax of 15 per cent. 
Proceeds from the bonds, the 
committee stipulated, could not 
be used by the corporations to pay 
dividends, bonuses or salaries or 
to increase cash reserves or to 
buy securities. 

The committee decided to in- 
clude contract carriers in the 5 
per cent tax it has decided to im- 
pose on freight and express ship- 
ments.

their Government after the period 
of initial necessity has passed, and 
continue buying bonds with en- 
thusiasm, overlooking the exten- 
sion of bureaucratic domination 
and suffering deprivations with a 
complacent attitude,” the report 
said. 

Criticising what it said was a 
tendency on the part of the admin- 
istration to create new boards, bu- 
reaus and commissions, the com- 
mittee commented that “whenever 
a new or varied problem is present- 
ed, a new commission, board, com- 
mittee or agency is usually cre- 
ated.” | 

Blaming the administration, the 
Congress and the public generally 
of the shortage of some materials 
now needed, the committee said 
“too much emphasis” had been 
placed “on social reforms rather 
than national! security, and our ex- 
perts in industries and Government 
have been far too complacent in 
allowing us in the past to have no 
fear of a shortage if war should 
come.” 

It added: 

“We have persisted in using out- 
moded methods of puchasing while 
the Axis powers were adopting a 
realistic approach.” 

The committee commended Jesse 
Jones, Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration. Chairman and head of 
the Rubber Reserve Co., for “push- 
ing the synthetic rubber program” 
and said Jones’ contribution to the 
program “has been grossly under- 
estimated.” 

Ship Groups Criticised. 

The Maritime Commission and 
British and American ship opera-| 
tors were assailed for having dem- 
onstrated “a lack of appreciation 
... Of the urgent need for the ac- 
cumulation of stockpiles of strate- 
gic raw materials.” 

“More éffective methods of con- 
trol of shipping by the Maritime 
Commission or other Government 
agencies were not considered nec- 
essary until far too late a date,” 
the committee said. “The Maritime 
Commsision has failed to provide 
adequately for the movement of 
strategic raw materials by use of 
the tonnage actually or potentially 
under its control.

O date, our chaotic rubber situation 

has been a shining example of the 
utter lack of co-ordination between the 
production and consumption ends that 
typifies all the wartime essentials—rub- 
ber, alcohol, manganese, tin, aluminum, 
‘ete. It has been the long-view organiza- 
tion and close attention to efficient func- 
tioning of the German bureaus concerned 
with such technical essentials that has 
enabled the Reich to conduct the war 
with stores of materials vastly inferior 
to ours. It hasn’t been entirely a niat- 
ter of ersatz, or utilizing supplies in con- 
quered countries. 

In a hearing before a congressional 
Weights and Measures Committee last 
May 7, Elliot¢E. Simpson, an independ- 
ent rubber dealer, testified that the so- 
called shortage was a myth and that 
“the President and the American people 
have been sold a gold brick by the fake 
rubber shortage.” 

Furthermore, Mr. Simpson asserted 
that “there is a minimum of 2,000,000 
tons of crude rubber in the Western 
Hemisphere in mature trees. Eight hun- 
dred thousand tons of rubber and re- 
claimed rubber is all that is needed for 
defense and all civilian necessities, whch 
is easily provided for in this hemisphere. 
Let us use business methods to acquire 
this rubber at once and keep our dreams 
‘of 700,000 tons of synthetic rubber for 
1943 as’ an added insurance.” 

In view of the foregoing, it appears 
that there is something wrong some- 
where.

Advocates of a sales tax point out that it — 
raise revenue and would be anti-inflationary. How- 
ever, it would bea hardship on the low-income 
groups, who must spend the greater part of their. in- 
comes on necessities, The House committee ma- 
terially reduced the Treasury tax schedules for the 
middie and upper brackets, The case for the sales 
tax hence will remain weak until these cuts are 
restored; every other. form of levy has reached the 


point of diminishing returns, all tax inequalities are 


adjusted and every tax loophole is closed. 
The national income is rising to new highs, while 
the supply of consumer goods is. sinking to the lowest 


point in-many years because of shortages, rationing 


and conversion of industry to war production. Leon 
Henderson estimated some mapths ago that after 
taxes are paid and war bond quotas are met, there 
would still be an “inflationary gap” of 17 billions— 
the amount of purchasing power in the public’s hands 
over and above the value of the goods. available. 

The tax bill in its present form increases this gap 
to 19 billions. The obstacles to success of the Gov- 
ernment’s price control program thus are made 
greater. This vast sum forms an incentive to 
formation of “black markets,” where frozen articles 
are sold illegally, and rationed goods are sold above 
OPA prices. If we are to avert the black market, 
we must close or reduce the inflationary gap. 

The House committee’s approval of the Treasury 
plan for collecting income taxes by a payroll check- 
off is a modest step in that direction. This will in- 
crease the Government’s weekly revenue- when it 
takes effect, next January, and will remove 10 per 
cent of payrolls (minus an allowance for exemptions) 
from the nation’s buying power each time pay checks 
are made out. The device thus is anti-inflationary. 

However, the plan now being discussed for keep- 
ing price ceilings in line by means of subsidies is 
definitely inflationary. So warm has the debate be- 
come that Leon Henderson says he will resign if a 
fund for this purpose is not approved by Congress. 

In our view, Mr. Henderson’s resignation would be 
unfortunate, and so would adoption of the subsidy 
plan. A fund as high ag five billions has been pro- 
posed for this purpose. This is assuredly a costly 
substitute for the all-over price ceiling, including 
wages and farm products, which the administration 
has failed to provide. 

If some items of costs are inadequately controlled, 
or not controlled, prices will go up or some lines of 
business will be ruined. The case for an all-over 
ceiling was never plainer than in this demonstration 
of how price control is so imperiled by its absence 
that an inflationary fund of billions is proposed. 

Adoption of an all-over price ceiling, though be- 
latedly, is an obvious need. Another urgent need is 
adoption of the Treasury tax program, with its pro- 
vision for raising $8,700,000,000 in new revenue and 
taking that amount out of circulation. Mr. Hender- 
son, in fact, has criticised this program as being too 
low; he proposes even higher taxes, and also an en- 
forced savings plan. 

Mr. Henderson is thinking of that inflationary 
gap of 17 billions, now scheduled to become 19 bil- 
lions, when he makes these suggestions. Congress, 
too, ought to begin thinking seriously about that gap, 
which threatens to wreck price control and bring 
the disasters of inflation upon the country. 
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A galaxy of the State’s legal talent has been sum- 
moned to meet at Columbia next Friday in a mys- 
terious message from President John F. Rhodes of 
the Missouri Bar Association.

More 
than that, she is young, attractive 
and needs only dramatic training 
in a variety of roles to be one of 
Municipal Opera’s most valuable 
finds of 1942. She has been signed 
for leading roles in “No, 
Nanette” and “New Moon” as well 
as the current show. 

The dancers whose efforts were 
applauded more furiously than any- 
thing else in “Song of the Flame” 
are Patricia Bowman, prima bal- 
lerina of various park productions, 
and l17-year-old Miriem LavVelle, 
local girl who made good in the 
big city of New York and is back 
here before going to Hollywood. 
Miss Bowman does a graceful, pre- 
cise and clever toe dance entitled 
“Classic Swing’; Miss LavVelle’s 
specialty is an acrobatic routine 
combining some very special hand- 
stands, cartwheels, flipflops, ground 
loops and 80 on. 

Although the rising respect for 
Soviet Russia that the country has 
experienced in the past year should 
enhance the stodgy plot of “Song 
of the Flame” to some extent, it is 
the singing and dancing that gives 
this week's production the strength 
it has. 

Opposite Miss Errolle is Wilbur 
Evans, baritone Whose efforts in 
recent years have been devoted to 
the gay romancing of Lieut, Bu- 
merli and Prince Danilo. Handi- 
capped by some of the dialogue, as 
all principals are, he nevertheless 
uses his concert voice to good ad- 
vantage in the ballads which, as a 
Czarist prince, he sings to a Soviet 
Joan of Arc, Miss Errolle. Their 
duet, “Romance Is Ours,” is espe- 
cially effective. 

Bob Lawrence, who played hero 
himself in “Glamorous Night” 
week before last, bats out a good 
performance as, Konstantin, the 
villain, and has a very appealing 
song number himself, “You May 
Wander Away.” Comedy is not 
one of the virtues of “Song of the 
Fiame” but Teddy Hart, a new- 
comer to the park, Marie Austin 
and Joseph Vitale work hard with 
what comic opportunities they 
have. Lorraine Bridges, also new 
this week, does a character part 
skillfully. 

The score lends itself to im- 
pressive group singing and the 
Pierrot-Pierrette and Tartar num- 
bers for the dancing girls are done 
with distinction. Miss Bowman's 
dance follows after the Pierrot- 
Pierrette item, Tommy Wonder is 
featured with the Tartars. 

Although the six scenes of 
“Song of the Flame” require Set- 
tings that are more utilitarian 
than ornamental, Scenic Designer 
Watson Barratt has gone gorgeous 
with a palace ballroom and a Rus- 
sian cafe in Paris. The latter, in 
blue, white, red and yellow, takes 
its inspiration from a deck of 
cards and has unusual refinement.

Under an assistant superintend- 
ent in charge of: elementary 
schools, Mrs. Friede explained, 
there are now eight district prin- 
cipals responsible not only for the 


for the supervision of.other ele- 
mentary schools in their districts 
as well. 

This system makes it necessary, 
she said, for the district principals 
to have assistant principals for 
their own schools who “are on a 
higher salary level than the prin- 
cipals of many of the smaller 
schools.” 

District principals in turn must 
be away from their own schools to 
confer with the assistant super- 
intendent, she continued. 

Although the survey of St. Louis 
schools made several years ago by 
George D. Strayer of - Columbia 
University recommended that du- 
ties of assistant superintendents in 
charge of elementary schools be 
divided on a functional, rather 
than a geographic basis, Mrs. 
Friede’s statement said, the dis- 
trict principal system maintains a 
geographic distribution of duties 
although many schools in the same 
district have entirely different 
problems, 

In his report summarizing his 
accomplishments, Dr. Anderson re- 
ferred to William C. Reavis of Chi- 
cago University as “a noted edu- 
cational authority.” 

Mrs, Friede quoted fr a book 
written by Reavis in which he said 
“direct relations between the su- 
perintendent and his principals is 
believed to contribute greatly to. 
the morale of the principals” and 
“is an important deterrent to the 
inertia and waste not infrequently 
characteristic of school systems in 
large cities.” 

In three un-named cities in which 
the district principal system was 
studied, Reavis wrote, “evidence in- 
dicates that the plan has failed. 
The establishment of ‘long-circuit’ 
administrative relations between 
pringipal and central office is con- 
ducive to. both ineffective central 
office administration and to the 
development of weak school prin- 
cipals.” 

Commenting on the bitter fac- 
tional dispute which has arisen 
among school board members over 
the question of ousting Dr. Ander- 
son, Luther M. Slinkard, secretary 
of the CIO St. Louis Industrial 
Union Council, told the Post- 
Dispatch today most CIO members 
were “disgusted with the present 
board” and felt that “we need a 
new board more than we need a 
new superintendent.” | 

“Some of the criticism of Dr. 
Anderson may be well-founded,” 
Slinkard said, “but at least he’s 
entitled to a fair hearing, based 
on the facts and not on personal 
feuds among board members.” 

Asserting that it was unjust to 
assume that all 12 board mem- 
bers are “equally guilty of personal 
or political motivation,” he said 
“Nevertheless, the hectic session 
at last Friday’s board meeting so 
undermined public confidence in 
the board that it would be well 
for them to follow the suggestion 
of Max Baron (member of the 
board), to resign in a body, and 
let. the public decide whether to 
re-elect some of the present mem- 
bers or choose an entirely new 
board.”

‘Misinformed’ Salvage Chair- 
man Says—Collections Here 
423,641 Pounds. 


A “few” filling stations are offer- 
ing only half a cent a pound for 
old tires, rather than the standard 
price of 1 cent, it was said yester- 
day by P. C. Thomas, chairman of 
the rubber salvage committee, in 
announcing that a total of 423,641 
pounds of scrap rubber had been 
turned in to collection depots up to 
Saturday night. 

Stations offering the substandard 
rate on the claim this is permissi- 
ble because of fabric content of 
tires are “misinformed,” Thomas 
said. Deductions in price are per- 
mitted only for solid rubber tires 
with steel rims. 

Thomas estimated that rubber 
scrap remaining on filling station 
lots “is equal to and possibly ex- 
ceeds” the amount collected at the 
depots last Saturday. The collec- 
tion campaign will end June 30. 

Although he had no figures avail- 
able on the percentage of rubber 
that may be reclaimed from scrap, 


a tire factory representative told 
the Post-Dispatch that the average 
passenger automobile tire, weigh- 
ing 22 pounds, is about 35 per cent 
rubber, the rest being fabric and 
metal.

Annual rates are 10 cents per 
$100 of protection of residences, 15 
cents for apartments and office 
buildings, and 20 cents for fac- 
tories. Policies are written for one . 
year only, and the entire premium 
must be paid in advance. 

“The fire insurance agencies,” 
O’Toole said, “have agreed to take 
applications, collect premiums and 
service the policies ag a patriotic 
service, Agencies receive a com- 
mission of only 2% per cent, which 
is not enough to cover their over- 
head.”

The Senator said Knox advised 
him that in the Navy’s opinion 
Japanese establishments at Kiska 
in the Aleutian Islands were only 
temporary and intended for obser- 
vation post uses, and that when the 
weather cleared an effort would be 
made to drive them from Kiska 
and other islands in the group.

“The temporary ill-success of the 
Red Army in the first period of the 
war only served to consolidate the 
union between the workers and the 
peasants. 

“The year of war proved the cor- 
rectness of the policy of the Soviet 
state that has never lost sight of 
the possibility of the Fascist attack 
On -our country and _ therefore 
fought consistently for creation of 
a united front of the freedom-lov- 
ing peoples against aggression and 
reaction and strove with all its 
strength to develop industry, agri- 
culture, science and culture in the 
Soviet Union to strengthen the 
power of defense of our country. 

“The Hitlerites: failed, too, in 
their military plans.

In this fighting the 
Red Army bled the enemy to death 
and by the beginning of December 
had started a counteroffensive. 

“This was the crucial moment of 
the war and since December the 
initiative has been in the hands of 
the Red Army. 

“Hitler is still able to concen- 
trate on certain sectors of the 
front considerable forces and to 
achieve certain successes. This 
occurred on the Kerch Peninsula 
where the Germans had numerical 
superiority in tanks and planes. 


Temporary Successes. 

“Similar successes are possible 
in the near future, but one thing 
is clear: that such successes are 
not decisive regarding the outcome 
of the war.

Walkout of 220 AFL. Workers on 
Inside Jobs Closes All Four 
Large Plants. 

‘The closing of two more large 
East St. Louis laundries as a re- 
sult of a strike of 220 members of 
the AFL Laundry Workers’ Union, 
Local 230, yesterday has shut all 
of the large laundry plants there. 
No conference has been called 
in an effort to settle the dispute, 
said Mrs. Chloe Cleveland, busi- 
ness agent of the union. Picket 
lines have been established around 
the four laundries whose inside 
employes are on strike. The union 
is demanding a 15-cent-an-hour

The affected plants 
are the Stt, Clair Laundry, 1100 
St. Clair avenue; Model Laundry, 
931 St. Clair; and New Way and 
Progress Laundries, 1800 State 
street.

MAYOR REFUSES OLD SCALE 
OF PAY TO NEW FIREMEN 


They Will Get Lower Rate Under 
Reorganization Bill He 
Tells Union. 

Mayor William Dee Becker last 
night refused a union request that 
the city’s 48 new firemen be paid 
on the old salary scale rather than 
on the new and lower scale provid- 
ed in the Fire Department reor- 
ganization bill, passed last week by 
the Board of Aldermen. 

The bill provides that newly 
hired firemen will receive $140 a 
month for the first year, $155 the 
second year, $170 the third and 
$180 for fourth and every year 
thereafter. The old wage scale 
paid new men $140 for six months 
and $180 thereafter. 

John Bourg, secretary of the In- 
ternational Fire Fighters’ Union, 
Local 73, intimated the 48 new 
men, who were hired in March are 
discriminated against. Mayor Beck- 
er said city expenses were continu- 
ally mounting with additional costs 
of defense measures and advised 
the union to submit its request for 
higher pay early enough to be con- 
sidered in next year’s budget.

Tense Crew.

the flood waters came to the top 
of the levees— outside operating 
room doors— in courtrooms after 
the jury has knocked on the door 
the signal of arrival at a verdict. 
Breathless, heartbreaking suspense, 
it is— enough to convince anyone 
that the height of drama is danger. 

Well, the planes reached their ob- 
jective finally¢ It was not as sim- 
ple as it sounded later in ‘the com- 
muniques. The attack squadron 
had to hunt for targets and hunt- 
ing used up gasoline. The length of 
time they could afford to lose 
smashing up the fleet was a seri- 
ous consideration. On the other 
hand, they had fair working con- 
ditions. The Japanesg, instead of 
scouting for possible air opposi- 
tion, had gone straight for Mid- 
way, as reported earlier. Not only 
had bombers gone to Midway but 
fighters also. So our attack 
swooped out of the thin clouds 
onto carriers completely without 
air cover. They moved in about 
noon, just about the time. when 
a bit 
work, 


the adventurous Japanese, 
tired from their morning’s 
were due back. : 

From that point on this battle 
became more and more difficult to 
follow. There was no help for the 
seeming vagueness of the situation. 
Our pilots knew what they were 
doing all right. And when they 
came roaring home out of the sun 
[in early afternoon they brought a 
stirring collection of tales. 

They were accurate in their de- 
scriptions. They knew, for in- 
stance, that they had attacked the 
Kagi and Akagi and a couple of 
carriers of the Soryu class, They 
reported the positions well enough. 
And so by 3 p. m. we knew we had 
won some sort of battle and that 
the Japanese were trying, without 
too much success, to save what 
they could out of complete disas- 
ter. 

We knew by 4 o'clock that of 
300 planes that the Japanese had 
brought to the attack all had been 
destroyed, save those in the air. 
And we knew time was running 
out for those that had left their 
carriers before our bombs came 
down. They had no place to land 
and their gasoline must be nearly 
gone. 

It was a group of those planes 
whose pilots were homeless. and 
desperate, face to face with a 
death due in a few minutes no 
matter what they might do, that 
came over to make two attacks on 
one of our carriers about 4 o'clock. 
Most of them were shot down aft- 
er they had done a spirited and 
effective job of bombing. But they 
didn’t sink the ship and one felt as 
they streaked for the horizon with 
our fighter squadron on their tail 
that the whole business was very 
futile and changing the inevitable 
not any more than you would ex- 
pect, 

After the attack on our carrier 
word from our scattered fronts 
began to come in in dizzy 
profusion. Army planes were re- 
ported attacking a battleship. Our 
planes had seen no battleship. 
Army planesfwere reported drop- 
ping some bémbs on a carrier. But 
that carrier was not in the same 
position as the one our squadrons 
had worked on at noon.

Costly Cockiness. 


All day long. or at least until 
we saw the poor fragment of the 
Japanese air force that came brief- 
ly to plaster our carrier, we had 
kept to the idea that at any mo- 
ment the fight might conform to 
precedent. If, for instance, the 
Japanese admiral had left a car- 
rier out somewhere parallel to his 
course to give him cover, or if 
his covering force had been moved 
with less blatancy than past pa- 
trols, if, in other words, the visitors 
had acted less cockily, we might 
have found ourselves defending an 
air attack in force at any time. 
And in such emergencies a bomb’s 
a bomb no matter whose ship it 
lights on.

ROM the Pacific coast a friend 

of mine who was the most 
-. eminent authority on war gases 
in the last war writes me some 
simple rules for civilians in prepar- 
ing for war emergencies in the 
civilian population. I feel that 
they are so much simpler than 


many of the elaborate and fright- 


ening rules that have been put 
out that I should like to pass them 


on. 

The emphasis is on preparation 
and prevention. Proper prepara- 
tion increases morale and self-con- 
fidence, Self-aid is also strongly 
emphasized and the fact that civil- 
ians should make the most of what 
is available. 

To help reduce the fire hazard: 
clear paper and rubbish from base- 
ments, attics, vacant lots and 
barns. Have water pails, sand and 
shovels in homes, garages, barns 
and in all buildings and working 
places. 

Phosphorus burns with ‘yellow 
flames. Smother with dirt or wa- 
ter. Skin burns from phosphorus 
are bad; treat them with five per 
cent copper sulphate solution. 


OIL BURNS WITH a yellow, 
heavy smoky flame. Smother it 
with. sand. Breathe through wet 
cloths to protect nose, throat and 
lungs from smoke. 

Thermite and magnesium burn 
with white, sizzling flame. Spray 
edges with water and smother with 
dry sand or dirt. 

Burns should be protected, pref- 
erably with sterile oils; shock 
should be treated with ordinary 
means; plasma loss should be treat- 
ed with blood plasma transfusions, 
Particles of foreign matter in 
burns should be removed. 

War gases’ may be mixed with 
incendiaries or demolition bombs. 
The best protection is obedience to 
air-raid rules; get inside with 
doors and windows closed. With 
ordinary wind conditions this will 
protect against dangerous concen- 
trations. If windows are: broken 
by bombs, breathe through wet 
cloths. Wash eyes, nose, mouth 
and throat with a solution of a tea- 
spoonful of baking soda in a glass 
of water. 


WAR GASES ARE not brutal or 
inhumane. They are less likely to 
produce death or permanent in- 
jury than bayonet, shot, shell or 
flames. It is not necessary to make 
a chemical identification of war 
gases in order to provide effective 
treatment. Tear gases are tempo- 
rary in action and their effects 
may be handled by a 2 per cent 
baking soda solution. 

Sneeze gases cause temporary 
discomfort with headache. They 
can be treated with a 2 per cent 
baking soda solution, 

Lung irritants may bring no 
symptoms for 48 hours. If expo- 
sure is suspected, the best treat- 
ment is rest in bed. 

Blister gases on the skin are 
very soluble in fats and are best 
treated with a 3 per cent solution 
of hydrogen peroxide or even sim- 
ple washing with soap and water. 
Be careful where the ‘blister fluid 
goes as it is also toxic, 


Questions and Answers. 

W. A. L.:~I would like some 
information about cataract of the 
eye. How long does it have to de- 
velop before it can be removed? 
Are both eyes apt to be affected at 
the same time? Is there any spe- 
cial care that can be given the bad 
eye that would be beneficial? Does 
diet help or hinder in any respect? 
« Answer: Oculists like to have a 
cataract ripen beforé they remove 
it but how long this ripening 
period should be is not easy to 
state. Furthermore, it is very dan- 
gerous to try to do this .on your 
own advice because if cataracts are 
lowed to go on too long, the eye 
on that side will become blind. 
Double cataract is fairly common, 
No special treatment helps be- 
fore operation. The only relation 
of diet to cataract is that cataract 
is common in diabetes.

The toe nails need special atten- 
tion, too, ‘to prepare them for the 
light of day. Bathe the feet every 
day, drying them thoroughly and 
using a foot dusting powder be- 
fore putting on the shoes. Trim 
the nails straight across, without 
digging out the corners. Push 
back the cuticle gently; if it is 
hard and dry, rub into it a little 
olive oil at night and cover the 
feet with socks to protect the 
sheets, A _ professional icure 
every month will do a lot ard 
improving the appearance of your 
toe nails.

Legs that fall short of perfection 
may be improved in appearance by 
exercises, by correcting the weight 
and gait and stance, and by wear- 
ing proper shoes. Soft-muscled 
legs may be made more shapely 
by exercises that strengthen and de- 
velop the muscles, plus e balanced 
diet to add needed pounds of 
flesh. Large calves cannot be re- 
duced by exercise if the size is due 
to muscle and bone development, 
but exercises may help make such 
legs more ‘shapely by increasing 
the tapering from ankle to calf. 

Try these exercises: dq them 10 
times each, every day: 

Point your toes downward as far 
as they can go, then bring them 
upward toward the leg. Now, hold- 
ing the leg steady, draw an imag- 
inary circle with the toes. 

For the calf muscles: Sit down 
and cross the legs. Bend the free 
foot downward as far and as hard 


as you can. Now bend it upward, 


turning the foot as if you’re trying 
to see the sole. Do the same ex- 
ercise with the other foot,

WASHINGTON, June 23. 

HE capital buzzed with specu- 
T tation today as to whether 

there was an immediate tieup 
between the visit of Prime Min- 
ister Winston Churchill and Secre- 
tary of War Stimson’s decision that 
there are too many Army officers 
in Washington. 

It was felt in some quarters that 
there was a possibility of a “second 
front” being opened up by a land- 
ing force composed entirely of 
Colonels and Majors from Wash- 
ington. Even before Secretary 
Stimson’s survey to determine just 
how many officers there were in 
the capital, it was common knowl- 
edge that there were too many. Re- 
ports of an acute swivel chair 
shortage have been going the 
rounds for weeks and there have 
been rumors that as many as three 
Colonels have had to share the 
sam) memo pad. and that 10 Lieu- 


tenant Colonels and a Major had } jineg to give the impression that

An unofficial survey shows that 
there are enough Majors alone, if 
given only scanty support by a 
few Captains, to establish a bridge- 
head on the Italian coast.
